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RACING GOSSIP. 

Daily Racing Form’s people are keenly in 
line on form. They selected the probable win- 
ners of twenty-one races at New Orleans and 
San Francisco Thursday and Friday. But 
eighteen of these races were run. In the eigrh- 
teen events, thirteen winners were named. In 
seven races at New Orleans, five of the winners 
were chosen and in eleven races at Ingleside, 
seven were named. Among the Thursday’s selec- 
tions at New Orleans were Domingo, 4!4 to 1 ; 
Robert Bonner, 4 to 1 and Linnette, 11 to 5. 

Friday’s Form nominated the winners of th« 
only two regular races that were run, Banquo 
II, 11 to 5, and Lizetta, 4 to 5. For Thursday’s 
races at San Francisco Geyser, 6 to 5, Moylan, 
evens, and Babe Murphy, 2H to 1, were nomi- 
nated. There were five races. For Friday’s six 
Ingleside events the first four winners were se- 
lected. Roltaire, 6 to 1 ; Salvable, 9 to 20; Belli- 
coso, 3 to 10, and Captive, 1 to 2. There’s no 
information or stable secrets about this. It is 
just the form of the horses as they should run 
on what they have shown. 

Jockey Britton was recently suspended for an 
act against turf discipline. Such a ruling is 
proper. He cut Tommy Bums with his whip 
after the fifth race at Latonia. Burns com- 
plainedand the judges tookproper action. Britton 
tried to justify his act by declaring that Burns 
on Infelice had cut him off and nearly driven 
his mount Est ne Regina over the rails. The 
judges saw nothing of this and gave Britton no 
credit on such a score. Yet it may have oc- 
curred. Burns is apt to do such tricks. He 
was guilty of them here. Uotbersoll’s death 
can be partly charged to young Burns. The 
boy who causes such accidents is dangerous and 
though personal discipline may be out of line 
turf judicialism may well be moulded on the 
plan of Portia’s plea “to do a great right do a 
little wrong.” Britton is well punished. But 
Master Burns should be kept in line.

A PHENOMENAL HORSE SALE. 



William Easton of New York, a high class 
salesman of thoroughbreds conducted a sale at 
Lexington, Ky., Thursday and Friday, that was 
phenomenal in result and seems to mark the 
return of turf prosperity. The story of the sale 
it worth telling. Here it is: 

.4 few pertinent remarks before the sale and it 
was on. Candlemas, pretty as a picture, and 
haughty as a king, was first led into the ring. J. 
N. Camden Jr., of Versailles, bid $5,000 for him. 
Kiaeoa Stone, of Georgetown, raised it to “Ten 
thousand.” Between them the price rose to $13- 
SW. Then John Mackey, who had been sitting 
quietly beside his employer, J. B, Haggin, said 
“Fifteen thousand.” There was not another 
bid. The Haggin millions were too strong a 
game. Mr. Easton said, “Sold,” and the sire of 
the good colt Dr. Cailett was led away, to join 
Salvator, Tenny and Sir Modred in California- 
Then came the disposal of seventeen of Enright’s 
brood mares. Of these Haggin got eight. Now 
came what all considered the prize of the sale, 
the great young stallion Order, the sire of Orna- 
ment. He needed no introduction — everybody 
knew him, and great applause greeted him. 
Colonel W. B. Barnes was first to bid. He said 
“Ten thousand dollars.” John Mackey, for Mr. 
Haggin. raised the bid to “Fifteen thousand.” 
The bidding progressed rapidly. “Twenty-five 
thousand,” said Mr. Barnes. “Twenty-six thou- 
sand,” answered Mackey, and there was a lull. 

Easton urged them further, but no one seemed 
willing to contend further with the Californian, 
and Order wa., knocked down to Haggin. 
Cavalier went to the same party for $4,000, Next 
was led in Victorine. dam of Ornament and 
Whyota. H. W. Williamson, of Hopkinsville, 
owner of Albert, wanted her, and started with a 
bid of $1,000. John Mackey wanted her, also, 
and the two carried the bidding rapidly until 
the Californian bid $10,000 and got her. During 
the day 57 head were sold for $86,450, an average 
of $1,517. Of these J. B. Haggin purchased 17 
for $64,875, more than three-fourths of the entire 
amount. Of these 17 Candlemas, Order, Cava- 
lier and Victorine cost him $55,000. This sale 
marks a turning point in the horse market, but 
it deprives Kentucky of what in a year or two 
she must recoup— first-class stallions.^ The only 
really famous horse she now has is Hanover.

RACING GOSSIP 



Young Chevalier, a quadroon who was landed 
with Little Pete, Jerry Chorn and Dow Will- 
iams at San Francisco last winter, has gone to 
Gautemala to ride for Emilio Schuman, a liv- 
eryman in Guatemala city, who won a fortune 
early in the year with Prudent by Himyar. Sec 
Nichols, who used to ride here, and was a 
smart boy suspected of using keen electric 
appliances, rode Prudent for Schuman. Nich- 
ols is now training a horse or two in California. 
He and Prudent were shipped to Guatemala 
from New Orleans via Porto Barrios. The race 
was the Guatemala Cup valued at $4000. Pru- 
dent was a maiden. She ran some eight races at 
New Orleans and the early Southern circuit last 
spring. Sam Lenton owned her. Mrs. Carson 
bred the filly. She is three years old. by Him- 
yar — Prudence, by Uncas. She was sold for a 
song. 

‘‘Francisco Ojeda, a keen young Guatemelan, 
who was in California during the winter of 1893- 
4, imported several horses to Gautemala, in ex- 
pectation of capturing the Gautemala Cup. 
There were three starters, ostensibly in different 
interests, but two wore thought to belong to 
Emilo Schuman. 1 Ether, a horse that had 
already performed on the Guatemala turf, was 
a terrific favorite. The rank outsider was Pru- 
dent, Thousands thronged to see the race. It 
was estimated that 15,000 people were present. 
Ether sold for $100, Aloha $60. while Prudent 
brought $10. The Prudent party had thousands 
of dollars to wager, and succeeded in getting 15 
and 10 to 1 for their money. Nichols had the 
mount on Prudent, but nobody in Gautemala 
knew him but Schuman. Ether and Prudent 
ran together to the three-quarters, and then 
Prudent came away and won by a dozen lengths. 

“Prudent and Jockey Nichols had been 
shipped into Guatemala by way of New Orleans, 
and little or nothing was known of their pres- 
ence until the Guatemala Cup had been won by 
the rank outsider. The aristocracy olayed the 
favorite heavily and dropped almost $200,000 to 
planners of the coup. Nichols is well known in 
America, He was well paid for his work.*'
